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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (i) Applicant's in the argument takes the position 
that the written description requirement is satisfied for independnet claim 31 in accordance with In re Alonso via identification of a 
representative number of species of the genus of polymeric forms of nicotinic acid derivative, which is disclosed in the specification (para. 
[0030]-[0032], [0047], [0049] and [0050]) [in the form of nicotinic acid each conjugated to polymers via covalent of non-covalent linkages. 
This argument is found persuasive. Accordingly, respect to the rejection of term "nicotinic acid analogs" or "polymeric forms thereof" under 
the 1 12 rejection for failing to comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn. However, with respect to the rejection of term 
the polymeric forms or analogs or derivatives of nicotine under the 1 12 rejection for failing to comply with the written description 
requirement is maintained for the reasons of record. As discussed in the previous Office Action mailed 02/02/09 and 08/18/09, the 
specification does not provide the detailed chemical structure of the encompassed derivatives, analogs or polymeric forms of nicotine, (ii) In 
response to the applicant's argument that FR 7037 does not teach a composition comprising both nicotine (or a polymeric forms thereof) 
and a nicotinic acid derivative or analogs thereof, the examiner recognizes that the applicant's elected invention (which was made without 
traverse) does not require of the combination of the both ingredients. As discussed in the previous O.A. mailed 08/18/09 (pages 8-9), 
FR7037 which is drawn to a composition comprising a nicotinic acid analog such as polyvinyl nicotinate clearly anticipates the instant 
invention. 
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
